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EMPLOYES' WELFARE AS ASSETS, 


When the 2000 employes of the Chicago Traction Co. called 
upon President Koach to thank him for an increase of wages 
and other benefits, he said that hereafter “the welfare of 
the men would be considered a part of the company’s as- 
sets.”’ 

Every good business man will that in adopting 
policy President Roach is actuated by a wise business prin- 
ciple. The good will of the workers in an enterprise, whi¢h 
is secured by attention to their welfare, is of great value ih 
carrying on that enterprise and making it successful. That 
it means dollars and cents in the pockets of the stockholders 
is proved by the losses of the St. Louis Transit Co., which 
ehose to follow the opposite policy. 

A franchise monopoly is bad enough under any circum- 
stances. When it disregards not only the welfare of its em- 
ployes but the interests of ‘the public, it becomes a public 
menace. In contrast with the humane and enlightened pol- 
icy adopted by the Chicago Traction Co., the policy followed 
by the St. Louis Transit Co. appears the more reprehensible. 
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We may not be able to make our Chinese indemnity cover 
our heavy Philippine war tax. 
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NEMESIS IN THE JESTER CASE: 


The full daily reports of the Jester murder case in the 
Post-Dispatch make interesting reading—a crime story of 
rea] life, surpassing fiction in its dramatic features. 

It is now 29 years since young Gilbert Gates set out from 
home on a hunting trip and incidentally fell in with one 
Alexander Jester. After 10 or 15 years had passed since this 
boy’s mysterious disappearance, the probabilities all seemed 
to indicate that, if he had been foully dealt with, his mur- 
derer would never be discovered. And yet, after oblivion had 
apparently covered the crime and the grave had closed on 
over two-thirds of a generation, a gray-headed man is on 
trial for the murder, and witnesses are coming forward, as 
if miraculously preserved, to reproduce every fact and inci- 
dent of that far-off event, as if it had happened yesterday. 

The Nemesis that follows crime never really sleeps. While 
life endures the criminal is never secure. Sooner or later he 
learns that “‘the wages of sin is death.’’ 
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It is not long since the Transit Company’s-most competent 
dynamiter got into trouble, and now its most capable burg- 
lar has to be locked up. 


Mr. John J. McCann has every reason to feel satisfied with 
his experiment in martyrdom. The widespread interest in the 
case as reflected in the large numbers of letters of sym- 
pathy from all classes of citizens goes to show that the prin- 
ciple for which he suffers is not unfamiliar and will not be 
without support. 

“The attention that I had hoped would be drawn to the 
lesson I am trying to convey seems to have taken hold al- 
ready,” said Mr. McCann to the Post-Dispatch Thursday 
morning. “This sort of agitation is what will have a more 
powerful influence than years of argument before equaliza- 
tion boards and courts.”’ 

No. 239 is right. He is now making a convincing argument 
before the court of public conscience against an unjust tax 
system, fastened upon the community by privilege holders, 
who refuse to pay for valuable franchises given them by the 
State. The contrast is too obvious for emphasis. It speaks 
for itself.

From Nov. 22, 1899, to Nov. 1, 1900, to get a clean postoffice, 
looks like slow work.

It will 
be an object lesson in what must be done in other directions 
to make the city presentable for 1903. 

Our Congressmen and others who have brought about this 
happy Outcome are to be congratulated. It is an example of

A Mongolian of genius, will he re- 
peat on a larger field the prodigies of the Corsican genius? 

Such men are not accidents. If Prince Tuan is to act that 
great part it is because the world, or at least his world, has 
need of him. If the Chinese idea has any vital force in it, 
it will not go begging for a man to affirm it. The appearance 
of this savage personality goes to show that China is not 
decadent, but full of the sap of life.

How are the acts of 
the President to be reconciled with the professions of the 
Secretary of State? Nobody censures the President for doing 
all in his power to protect American interests in China, but 
he seems to be drifting into actual war. Is this desirable? 
Are we prepared to sacrifice thousands of American lives, 
waste enormous treasure, pile up another war debt and as- 
Sume a pension roll in addition to the $150,000,000 we are al- 
ready paying? And for what? Where is the gain in glory, 
national profit or commercial advantage? 

Will Mr. Mckinley let the nation drift down the rapids?

Sam Van Sant, a Negro, 
Wanted to Die. 


DROWNED IN THE RIVER. 


LEFT A PAPER BEARING NAME 
AND ADDRESS. 


Employed by a Tailoring Firm as a 
Porter, Was a Faithful Worker 
and Appeared to Have No 
Troubles. 


Samuel Van Sant, a negro employed as 
@ porter for King, the tailor, at Sixth and 
Olive streets, jumped from the middle span 
of the Eads Bridge into the Mississippi river 
at 8 o’clock Friday morning, and was 
drowned. 

The suicide was premeditated. Van Sant 
left a piece of paper, on which his name 
and address were written, but no mention 
wes made of the reason that prompted his 
act. 

He was 30 years and lived at Twenty-first 


and Chestnut streets. 

One of the salesmen at King's met t:iim at 
the store at 7 o'clock Friday morning. He 
asked the salesman for a piece of paper. 
Asked why he wanted it he replied that a 
friend of his was going to leave the city and 
he wanted to give him his address. Soon 
after he left the store. 

His employers expressed surprise \ hen in- 
formed of his death. He had worked for 
them, they said, six years and was regarded 
as faithful and industrious. Jie appeared 
to have no troubles. 

Van Sant came to St. Louis from Missis- 
sippi several years ago. He was single. 

Van Sant was seen to leap from the bridge 
by George Conley, conductor of car No. 
9 of the bridge line. Conley said that he 
had 16 passengers on the car which was 
east-bound. Several of the passengers saw 
the leap. 

Conley said he noticed that the negro 
appeared to be in a great hurry and when 
he reached the middle pier he hurriedly 
removed his blue serge coat and vest and 
laid them down on the bridge. He then 

laced his white straw hat on top and 

astily clambered over the railing. He 
did not hesitate, but plunged head first 
down into the water. 

Conley could not see him as he struck. 
He signalled the motorman to stop and ran 
to the rail and looked over. The body did 
not rise in his view. Conley gathered up 
the clothing and turned them over to Pa- 
trolman Regan, who took them to the Carr 
Street Police Station. In the coat pocket 
was found the slip of paper on which was 
written, “Sam Van Sant, King the Tail-

HUNDRED CARLOADS OF _ BA- 
NANAS DESTROYED IN 
ILLINOIS.

Illinois Authorities May Proceed 
Against the Trust for Polluting 
Streams With Rotten Fruit. 


One hundred and one carloads of bananas, 
valued at more than $00,000, have been de- 
stroyed in Illinois towns in close proximity 
to St. Louis within the last two days in or- 
der that the banana trust might maintain 
the present prices. 

Bob Milligan, the resident manager of the 
Fruit Di Co., with offices on the 
third floor of the Mermod & Jaccard bulid- 
ing, told the Post-Dispatch -hat he had 
heard that there were a number of carls.ds 
of bananas destroyed over in Lilinolis, ut he 
knew nothing about it himself, and all his 
information had been gleaned gn the streets, 

It is stated that zy carioadas were aumped 
into a creek near Mt. Vernon, ill., while 
carloads were allowed to “‘cook’’ on the 
liiinois Central railroad tracks at Asniey, 
lil. After the bananas were ‘‘cooked"’ they 
were duniped out on the railroad right of 
Wuy.to decay. 

St. Louis dealers in bananas say that no 
fruit yas been dumped inio the river at this 
point. Ail bananas sold in St. Jouis are 
bought from the Il ruit Dispatch Co., com-

‘The trust would make the prices higher 
than now prevails,’ said a dealer ‘but for 
the fact that when prices are any Aigher 
than they are now the demand crops vit SO 
greutly that but a few can ve soid. The 
trust could find no market for the bananas 
destroyed and if they had put ihem wun the 
market they would have had to reduce the 
price. The bananas at Ashiey were simply 
left in the cars and the ve@®itilators closed.

is no matter how green the fruit 
the bananas became soft and unfit for food. 
No one could use them. It is said tour 
times this season fruit has been dumped in 
the crecks near Mt. Vernon and the Illinois 
authorities are contemplating proceeding 
against the trust for polluting the streains.’”’ 
Local fruit dealers say that they cannot 
antagonize the trust as they must depend 
on them for all their bananas and they fear 
the trust might find a way 10 retaliate.
